The reply filed on 3/02/10 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

In the RESPONSE Apphcant elected "Group 1-27+" and SEQ ID NO:49. Apphcant further staled that Claims 1-2, 14, 23, and 30 
encompass the provisional election. 

Applicant also indicated that "it is hard to ascertain the identity of each group within this broad class". 

To avoid misunderstanding Applicant is advised that Group 1 encompasses the peptide of SEQ ID NO:49. Group 2 encompasses the 
peptide of SEQ ID NO:50. Group 3 encompasses the peptide of SEQ ID NO:51, etc. "+" indicates that combinations of peptides may 
encompass additional Groups. Group 28 encompasses an antibody selective for the peptide of SEQ ID NO:49. Group 29 
encompasses an antibody selective for the peptide of SEQ ID NO:50. Group 30 encompasses an antibody selective for the peptide of 
SEQ ID NO:51, etc. Group 55 encompasses a nucleic acid encoding the peptide of SEQ ID NO:49. Group 56 encompasses a nucleic 
acid encoding the peptide of SEQ ID NO:50. Group 57 encompasses a nucleic acid encoding the peptide of SEQ ID NO:5 1 . Group 82 
encompasses a method employing the peptide of SEQ ID NO:49. Group 83 encompasses a method employing the peptide of SEQ ID 
NO: 50. Group 84 encompasses a method employing the peptide of SEQ ID NO:51, etc. 

Apphcant was required to elect a single Group for prosecution. Apphcant elected both Group 1-27 and SEQ ID NO:49. It appears 
that Applicant has elected the single Group encompassed by the peptide of SEQ ID NO;49. Confirmation is requested. 

Apphcant stated that Claim 30 would encompass the peptide of SEQ ID NO:49. A review of the Claim, however, shows that Claim 
30 encompasses only the peptides of SEQ IDNOs:40-48 and 123-141. It is unclear how the Claim further encompasses the peptide of 
SEQ ID NO:49. Clarification is requested. 

Additionally, Claim 1-18, 23, 25, and 28 are identified as "Presently amended", but no amendments are indicated in the claims. 
Accordingly, the Claims are Non-Compliant.
